Chefoo, China — UP) — Marshal 


Chang Tsung-Chang, former Shan- 
tung war lord who has captured 
Chefoo with a force of revolting sol- 
diers, Thursday assured Leroy Web- 
ber, United States consul general, 
that ho intends to protect foreign 
life and property. 


Of tho 20,000 soldiers which Chang 


Tsung-Chang is reported to have in 
the vicinity of Chefoo, only 1,500 
have been allowed within the city 
and the rest are proceeding eastward 
in pursuit of General Liu Chcn-Xien, 
the loyal nationalist commander in 
the region. Renewed fighting was 
believed imminent. 


It was estimated that the combined 


casualties in the recent battle were 
409, 
Liu Chen-Xien, losing in addi- 


tion a thousard men who were eith- 
er captured or who deserted him. 


It is not believed that Liu Chen- 


Xien will be able to oppose Chang 
Tsung-Chang for long and it is ex- 
pected that he will flee to British 
Wcihaiwei.

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TfiE SECRETARY OF STATE 
Hfcnry L. Stimson has arrived in 


Washington on his return ,from the 
Orient to take charge of the state de- 
partment as the successor of Secretary 
Kellogg. 
Stimson is of the strong 


type, like Hoover. They have been de- 
scribed as being allied in their ideals 
ot public service although unlike in 
temperament and 
technique. 
Like 


Hoover, the new secretary of state has 
given his life to public service without 
thought of its rewards. A graduate of 
. Yale in 1888 he became in due time a 
member of the firm of Elihu Root. 
Roosevelt made him a United States 
district attorney and he made a name 
for himself in the conduct of the case 
against the sugar trust and in the 
prosecution of, Charles \V. Morse. He 
was nominated for governor of Xew 
York and that effort failed. He had, to 


" quote a commentator, neither the 
Vests nor the voice of a politician. Mr. 
T*ft made Him secretary of war and 
while in this service he became one of 
the outstanding champions of the 
cause of preparedness. In 1915 he was 
a delegate at large to the New York 
state constitutional convention. 


When the war came instead of. 


seeking arm chair service at Washing- 
ton Stimson went overseas with the 
305th Field Artillery and reached the 
fighting front. His Nicaraguan mission 
is fresh in public memory, when he 
settled the dispute between Diaz and 


• Sacasa. When death finished • General 
Wood's task in the Philippines, Stim- 
son was sent there to take it up. This 


• work has been, of the highest character. 
Throughout his career he. has shown 
that he is a leader of thought as well as 
of men. 
His knowledge of foreign' 


affairs was gained from 
practical 


experience, observation and study. 
Mr. 
Stimson is, 
therefore, 
well 


equipped for the responsibilities of 
state 
department. 
He is of the 


Hughes-Root schoorrand has proved 
his 
worth in the 
profession 
of 


law, in 
diplomacy and 
in other 


branches of public service. He is exact- 
ly the sort of talent to which Hoover 
might be expected to turn. He enters 
the department of state at a time when 
many important and pressing problems 
touching peace and foreign relations 
are before' the country. 
We do not 


think he will be outmaneuvered 'by 
European diplomatists and on the oth- 
er hand we believe he will willingly 
work with them. He is intensely Amer- 
ican, but he is not an isolationist. ITe 
ought to establish an enviable record 
'as secretary of state. 


FOCH'S FAMOUS DISPATCH 
One of the most inspiring stories 


that cluster about the name of the late 
Marshall Foch is the story of the fa- 
mous dispatch he sent Joft'rc during 
the first battle of the Marne. You re- 
member it, of course—"My left is giv- 
ing way and my right is retreating; I 
shall attack with my center." 


It is one of those things that thrill 


even the most jaded. It pictures, per- 
fectly, the dash and courage of the su- 
preme soldier. 


But now, it develops, Foch never 


wrote it! The whole thiug. it seems, is 
an invention, the product of some gift- 
ed French journalist's brain. 


Really, though, it doesn't matter. 


The dispatch tells precisely what Foch 
did, and the circumstances undcrVhich 
he did it; whether he put the words to- 
gether or not is of small consequence. 


THE HOMICIDE RATE 


It is something of a surprise to learn 


that figures compiled by Dr. Frederick 
L. Hoffman, statistician for the Pru- 
dential Insurance Co., show that Chi- 


vcago does not have the highest homi- 
cide rate in the country. 


That distinction, whatever it may 


-be worth, is held by Detroit, where in 
" J8tt &££ XS& 10.5 homicidal (IcaUis 


for every 100,000 of population, as com- 
pared with Chicago's 15.8. 


Chicago, of course, led the country 


in total homicides—198. New . York, 
second-in totals with 401, was fifth in 
the actual'homicide rate, being sur- 
passed by Cleveland and Philadelphia 
as well as Detroit-and Chicago. 


These are dubious honors for all of 


these cities. It ft to be hoped that pub- 
lication of the figures will spur citizens 
to a new realization of the seriousness 
oF the«situation.' 


MUSSOLINI'S SYSTEM 


Over in Italy the other day they held 


an election. The-goyernment submitted 
a complete slate of delegates for par- 
liament which had to be cither rejected 
or accepted-as a whole, 'llns is a new 
system of election, but it shows how 
Mussolini operates not only to secure 
legislators with whoih he can work, 
but competent men as well. The ad- 
ministrative affairs ot Italy are con- 
ducted in the same manner. Xobody 
performs a service for the government 
who is not qualified and who will not 
give it the very best there is in him. 


So long as the dictatorship 
is 


handled by a man like Mussolini this 
process is effective. Right at this par- 
ticular, moment there is probably n<4- 
whcre in the world so high a grade of 
public service or such competent men 
in public off ice'as in Italy. We should 
say it was greatly superior to that of 
the 
United States. 
Incompetency, 


graft, waste and extravagance arc prac- 
tically unknown, all the way from local 
to imperial government. It shows what 
can be done by picking the best men 
to work for the state instead of per- 
mitting the people to choose the medio- 
cre and often times the worthless. 


How long this state of affairs can- 


continue in Italy will, in the judgment 
of most persons familiar with the af- 
fairs of that country, depend upon the 
life of Mussolini. How strongly he is 
entrenched in power is shown by the 
fact that the election of the fascist tick- 
et was practically unanimous, only a 
handful of votes being cast in opposi- 
tion, notwithstanding it was one of the 
heaviest Votes ever polled in a national 
election. 
* 


There are a number of dictator- 


ships 
scattered about the 
world 


just now, but none to compare with 
that in Italy. It is as impossible as it is 
undesirable that this system of gov- 
ernment should become'the accepted 
form in Italy or anywhere else, for 
world faith in democratic government 
is growing rather than decreasing. Yet 
the fact remains that through this par- 
ticular period of Italy Mussolini was 
the right man for the job. He has saved 
it from itself an'd he has put it ahead 
generations in economic recovery and 
general social advancement. What is 
even more important, he has aroused 
a new nationalism second to none in 
Europe, which bids fair to carry Italy 
far along the road of development and 
international prestige.

A PRESIDENT CENSURED 


Ninety-five years ago today the dignified wall 


of the United States Senate chamber echoed un- 
precedented proceedings on the floor. For the 
first time in the history of the country, staid 
senators were so annoyed by the actions of the 
chief executive that a resolution of censure was 
introduced, argued long and bitterly and finally 
gassed. 


Tho president was Andrew Jackson, and in 


1837, three years after its passage, the resolution 
was expunged by vole from the record.

any president. Jackson was a bitter foe of the 
moneyed interests and believed that the United 
States bank system was detrimental to the com- 
mon people.

o carry out the order, so Jackson removed him 
ind appointed Roger B. Taney. Taney's appoint- 
ment was not ratified by the Senate, so Jackson 
made him chief justice of the United States.

Senators, Assemblymen Get 


Less Than Pages, Public 
!s Told 


Milwaukee—(/P)—Senators and As- 


semblymen, \\ho make laws for "Wis- 
consin and control expenditures of 
?SO,000,000 received smaller salaries 
than do pages and messengers em- 
ployed by the legislature, three 
speakers declared in radio addresses 
Wednesday night. 


The speakers, who urged the peo- 


ple to vote "yes" 
at the April 2 


referendum election on the question 
of increasing legislator's compensa- 
tion, were; Assemblyman, Arthur 
Hitt, Alma: Senator Oscar Morris, 
Milwaukee: and J. J. Handley, Mil- 
waukee, secretary o£ the state fed- 
eration of labor." 


Salaries of the lawmakers are now 


set at ?300 a session, with no extra 
compensation for special 
sessions. 


That amount was lixed in 1SS1 and 
thero has been no inccrasc bincc that 
time. 


Neighboring states, the 
radio, 


speakers pointed 
out, pay much 


higher salaries. 
California, 
Iowa, 


Minnesota, Mississippi and Virginia 
pay $1,000; Ohio $2,000; Massachus- 
etts and New York $3,000; Illinois 
$3,500. 
And Wisconsin's 
sessions 


usually last longer than those of 
other states. 


"Wisconsin has been cheapened, the 


speakers said, by asking for free ser- 
vice from its officials, because the 
$500 barely covers the living expen- 
ses of men who leave their homes to 
come to Madison for the length of 
the session. 


In 1927 a proposal to increase sal- 


aries was defeated at a referendum 
election. .150.GS5 persons voting for 
an increase to 197,579 against.

the most of both flavor and food 
value in vegetables is to bake or 
steam

Vegetables to be 
boiled should 


be plunged 
at once into rapidly 


boiling water. 


Cabbage, 
onions, turnips, cauli-

of water in an uncovered container. 
Delicately flavored vegetables such 
as string beans, peas and asparagus 
should be gently simmered 
in as 


small as quantity of water as it is 
possible to use to cook them. They 
should be kept covered for the most 
part. 
DON'T OVERCOOK VEGETABLES 


The greatest care should be taken 


that vegetables are not overcooked. 
This is one of the most common 
faults and causes tho worst results. 
Overcooking of 
vegetables makes 


them unpalatable as well as causing 
other damaging effects. Loss of color 
in green vegetables is due to over- 
cooking as well as improper cooking. 
Delicately flavored vegetables lose 
their natural sweetness and strong- 
flavored vegetables develop a strong 
flavor if over-cooked. The longer a 
vegetable is cooked, the greater the

HAY NOT BE INDEX 


Discovers Cows of Different 


Types May Have Same 
Internal Measurement

AVashington—W)—Just when sci- 


ence has about decided a cow's out- 
side appearance is an index to her 
producing1 capacity, the same science 
nnds 'that maybe it isn't so after all.

nal and internal 
anatomy are in 


keeping1 with 
present beliefs and 


teachings. What it has yet to discov- 
er is a scientific explanation either 
to justify the present practice of es- 
timating what a cow can do by what 
she looks like, or prove the fallacy 
of the theory. 


The-situation results from a. com- 


parative study of the outside and in- 
side measurements 
of two famous 


cows—Sophie 19th 
of Hood farm, 


one time world's record-holder for 
the Jersey breed: and Blackbird of 
Dallas, a purebred Aberdeen-Angus 
cow of show ring note and a typical 
representative of the beef type. 


W. W. Swett, dairy husbandman 


la the department 
of agriculture, 


who made the study in conjunction 
with R. R. Graves, specialist in dairy 
cattle breeding, and F. W. Miller, 
•veterinarian, says the living animals- 
differed greatly in size, weight, anci 
conformation, but that when strip- 
ped of their outer covering the skel- 
etons of the two cows "were verv 
similar." 


"Wriereas 
the living Blackbird 


measured larger 
than Sophie 
jn 


many dimensions, a comparison of 
the skeletons showed Jthat of Sophie 
to be larger 
than Blackbird's in 


many of the measurements. 


Sophie -neighed only 927 pounds 


and Blackbird 1,565. But here again 
the outside differences failed to indi- 
cate the same relationship to the in- 
side. The internal organs of the two 
cows did not differ sufficiently to in- 
dicate "significant 
differences 
in 


function." 


Neither was body conformation a 


fair indication of the skeletal struc- 
ture- of the two cows. In the living 
form Sophie presented the angular 
lateral wedge shape that has been 
so strongly emphasized in selecting 
the good dairy cow, whereas Black- 
bird.- because of the differences in 
fleshing, exhibited 
only a slight 


wedge shape laterally. The two skel- 
etons, however, were almost identi- 
cal in lateral wedge shape. 


From these comparisons the inves- 


tigators cbnclude that the evolution 
o£ the dairy and beef types, which 
has been 
accomplished 
through 


breeding and selections, has not ma- 
terially altered the skeletal struc- 
ture of the domestic cow, and that 
the true difference in beef and dairy 
types is due rather to extreme flesh- 
ing on the one hand and to udder 
development and absence of fleshing 
on the other.

SUITEDFOR STATE 


Seed High Priced T h i s 


Spring Because of Poor 
Crop Last Fall 


Madison — A list of alfalfa seed 


adapted to the cold,- rigorous winters 
of Wisconsin was given this week by 
L. F. Graber, agronomist at the state 
university, in a special letter to su- 
pervisors of dairy herd improvement 
associations. 


The strains approved by the spe- 


cialist include common alfalfa from 
Montana and South Dakota verified 
by the federal government, common 
alfalfa from Montana certified 
by 


the state and Grimm alfalfa officially 
sealed and certified from these and 
other western states. The source of 
the seed is shown on the tag of the 
sack. The seed is rigidly inspected 
and has met exacting qualifications 
before earning the approval of the 
state and federal agencies. All of 
these types are handled by the lead- 
ing dealers in the state, ho declared. 


Because of the scarcity of alfalfa 


last fall, tho seed is high priced this 
spring, said Graber and is selling for 
several cents more a pound than last 
year. The high cost is a good reason 
why farmers should insist upon har- 
dy seed from northern states. 
If 


first class seed is used, it is not so 
likely that it will be killed during 
exceptionally cold weather. 


'The problem that confronts "Wis- 


consin farmers," says the university 
specialist, "is whether to buy alfal- 
fa seed now and raise our own pro- 
tein feed or continue to purchase 
high priced concentrates. Of the two. 
the second step, in my opinion, is 
decidedly more costly."

In one machine 
which the county agent takes with 
him on his demonstration trips, 1000 
iushels were treated last season and 
there were a number of company 
machines in the county.

year unless you treat you seed." 
said Mr. .Latliropc at the Kickbusch 
demonstration. 


"A small proportion of stinking 


smut in wheat will spoil flour and 
a small amount of wheat in a car 
affected with smut will lower a car 
of wheat from fii-bt grade to fourth 
grade. "When dealers pick up a hand* 
lul of wheat and smell o'f it, they arc 
testing for smut. In what the smut 
is hidden insklc the outer co%cring 
of ihc kernel. If the Kernel is badly 
infectedoou can crush it between 
your thumb and finger." 


"The only way you can raise a 


crop of smut is to sow the spores 
with your grain. The only way that 
you can destroy smut spores and 
prevent raising a crop of smut is to 
treat'you seed before sowing it. The 
poison in the treatment clings to the 
grain kernel and kilK smut spore 
as soon as it begins to.germinate."

For years, they said, the cotton 


trader has sought additional markets 
to absorb the tremendous American 
crop. Now he hopes to hold an'', 
improve the market he has by stair; 
ardizing trade* in a series of definite 
color and staple grades. 


To systematize those grades for 


another two-year perio'd, the 
con- 


ference, held biennially in AVashing- 
ton since 1923, was attended by rep- 
resentatives of nine leading cotton 
associations and exchanges of Eu- 
rope, and by representatives of the 
United States department of agri- 
culture and the American cotton in- 
dustry. 


The new official set of standards 


on which American cotton will be 
bought and sold throughout 
the 


United States and Europe was sealed 
and placed in the federal treasury, 
where for the next two years it will 
remain the absolute 
authority on 


cotton 
in 
commerce. 
Sixty-five 


"copy" set of grade and color stand- 
ards were distributed among the 
various domestic and foreign asso- 
ciations as their individual guide to 
sale and purchase. 


Cotton never is a perfect 
match, 


and any purchaser who believes his 
consignment is not 
of the 
grade 


for which his contract called, 
has 


recourse to arbitration on the basis 
of the international standards ap- 
proved by the conference. 


Prices here and abroad are quoted 


on the futures market and the ex- 
change on the basis 
of standard 


grades, thereby serving as an index 
to supply and demand. In addition 
to stabilizing trade in the 
various 


grades, the standards minimize dis- 
putes over quality. Already, the 
delegates said, there have been great 
Improvements in quality and hand- 
ling. They believe it soon will be 
possible to fix a standard grade that 
will reflect the bulk of cotton going 
into export channels and make it 
possible to handle larger quantities 
v.-ithout the tedium of discounts. 


The standards set up a universal 


language for the exchange of cot- 
ton and broaden the 
international 


understanding ol" price and quality. 
International agreement on stand- 
ards gives the same benefits to 
American cotton abroad. 


Ordinarily, UO per cent of the an- 


nual cotton crop of the United 
States is exported. The highest crop 
on record is 18,000.000 bales. It usu- 
ally runs approximately 
15,000,000 


bales. From 10,000,000 to 15,000,000 
bales may be in export trade any 
year, according 
to 
the 
hold-over 


stocks on hand.

ture to Solve Prison Labor 
Problem 


Montgomery, Ala. —G4>)—Alabama 


has turned to agriculture for solu- 
tion of its convict labor problem. A 
gigantic farm project, designed 
to 


supply work for at least 1,000 pris- 
oners, calls for the early planting of 
from 8.000 to 9,000 acres of cotton, 
corn and other crops on land at four 
major prisons. 
- 


Abolishment of the. convict leas- 


ing system under Gov. Bibb Graves 
brought more than 4,000 prisoners 
out of the mines and ended a labor 
that had become traditional in Ala- 
bama. 
At the same time it con- 


fronted the state board of adminis- 
tration with the serious task of find- 
ing employment for the convicts. For 
a time they were transferred from 
the mining settlements 
to "road 


camps" where they were put to work 
on the extensive road building pro- 
gram that also had been a part of 
Governor Graves' campaign plat- 
form. 


The program slackened and while 


legislators are advocating a special 
session of the state assembly to au- 
thorize a road bond issue, the prison 
man power has been turned into 
agricultural channels. 


In accord with the plans of Alaba- 


ma growers to enlarge the state's 
strawberry industry, the prison de- 
partment will devote a large acreage 
on the Atmore prison farm to berry 
production.

UP IN AIR OVER 


ROAD POSITION 


Doesn't Know What Kind of 


Recommendation to Make 
to Highway Committee 


Perhaps one of the most vexatious 


matters which will face the county 
board at Its spring session which be- 
gins on April S will be that of mak- 
ing some recommendation to the 
highway committee as to filling the 
vacancy existing in the office 
of 


highway commissioner. 


While the district attorney has 


ruled that the highway committee 
has the- authority to fill the office 
mi til «T&n. 7, iSoC, v* ^cut, nn^r sc 1,401* 
on the part of the county board, the 
committee felt. it would like some 
expression from the board before tak- 
ing steps necessary to secure a com- 
missioner. 


The controversy, it Is-Indicated by 


advance reports, will center around 
the question of employing an engin- 
es for commissioner. ' 


Advocates of the plan hold that the 


highway commissioner should be an 
engineer because so many questions 
under his supervision deal with tech- 
nical matters which need the ability 
and knowledge possessed only by an 
adequately trained engineer. They 
point out that the man at the head 
of the highway department practic- 
ally controls the expenditure of a 
large promotion of county funds and 
that the responsible office should be 
entrusted only to one who Is proper- 
ly trained. 


In answer to the arguments of the 


engineer group the opponents of the 
plan point out that there really is 
no vital need for an engineer in the 
office of highway commissioner. 


CLAIM LEADER IS NEEDED 
AH projects of any large nature 


nre planned by state engineers. If 
the work is done by the county as a 
private job then the county survey- 
or is available for advice and super- 
vision as well as the engineers of the 
state highway department, they ar- 
gue. 


What really Is needed in the high- 


way office Is a man who can install 
a well organized system that will 
operate for the benefit of the tax- 
payers. A man with considerable ex- 
perience in road work is preferable, 
they say, but not necessary. A man 
who has been successful In his pri- 
vate business and who is known to 
p.ssess the qualifications of leader- 
ship would be all right. A man who 
can assume charge of the highway 
work and put it on a systematic bas- 
is would be Ideal, they say. 


There are at least 20 applications 


for the office on file at the high- 
way office. 


At any rate some excitement Is 


promised when the board takes this 
matter under consideration probably 
at the second or third day of its ses- 
sion.
